Polydor did issue OTs of both matter of 
the Cast Ant and indiana fines and the Teepe af , 
Beart ie the CUS. in the infancy ed the format, 
back when companies didn't know better than 
to List tracks aly om the whirling isk itself anc 
half the booklet was used to explain DOD, ADD 
and AAD.

rank Oy is one of dhe most beled performers in conben- 
porary film, and although his features haven't often been 
emblazoned across the hig screen, the characters he's ere- 
ated are some of the most recognizable icons of modern 
popular culture, from the Muppets’ Miss Piggy to Star 
Wier’ Yoda. This summer, Oz completes his sewenth fea- 
ture film as director with Tre dndian in the Coptoard, the 
beautifil story of a nine-year-old boy who betriends a three- 
inch-tall [raquats Indian brought to life through the magic ofa mysterious wooden cupboard. 

Whatever his role, Frank Oz is drawn to people and stories first; and even though the char- 
acters he performs and the films he often directs, including The fmdian in the Cupboard, involve 
the use of astounding special effects, O's aim is that these effects always remain invisible. 

“tly goal for this film is for it ret to be seen asa special effects movie,” he says. “T want pro 
ple to believe that this is being done by threeinch people.” 

“didn't want ta do anather chilbren's or special effects film,” he says. “Tim mat denigrating 
these, but I've dome so many of thease, [F1 had done a lot of comedies or dramas, Pd probably 
then want to doa big special effects film,” 

In addition to working with Jim Henson on the fantasy Gl Mie Quek Crystal, Ox bas, in 
fact, directed several comedies, including Dirty Rotter Scoundrels, Howsesitter, and What Adowt 
Hoh? He also brought Audrey II to life as director of the 1986 fie Shop of Horrors, and sent 
Kermit and Miss Piggy packing to New York in The Migapets Tiabe Manfattar. 

The Jrdina in the Copland was a project that Oz may have initially resisted, but after rewd- 
ingit, be found that its story had wormed its way under his skin, “] gat the script, and I read it, 
and put it away for awhile,” he says. “But the script has so many Layers toit, they were sublimi- 
nally germinating imme.” 

The story, based on a best-selling children's book, was adapted by screenwriter Melissa 
Mathison, whe also wrote £7, and is the wife of actor Harrison Ford. “Iwas really close with 
Melissa Mathison during the Attar Maes days,” says Ox. “(Producers) Kathleen (Kermecy} ancl 
Frank (Marshall) found the book,” says Oe, “and they brought in Melissa to write the script” 
Kennedy and Marshall prochaced the fadiong fewer trilogy, and have since gone on bo form 
their cwn production company, In addition to this summer's The Indiaa fa the Cuphoara, they 
also produced Cage, which Marshall directed, 

It was the multiple layers of Melissa Mathison’s script that carvinoed Oz to direct the film. 
“Alter I read it, | didn’t want to talk about it,” Oz recalls, “But the story had so many layers to 
it, that [kept thinking and thinking about it.”
